THe amount raised, for school purposes, by vote of 
town, was $2,800 00. Literary fund received, 1884, 
$191 52. Swan fund, for Nos. 2 & 3, $20 00. Amount 
raised by vote of High school district, $800 00. 


The manuer of division and apportionment of school 
money, by the Selectmen: In districts No. 12 and 15, 
the money is divided on the scholar.. District No. 10 
receives the sum of twenty-five dollars. Hach of the 
remaining twelve districts receives fifty dollars. The 
yalance of the fund is divided equally on the scholar. 


As nearly as cau be learned, there is but one person in 
town, between the ages of 14 and 21 that cannot read 
and write. 


As given in the Registers, (Dists. 2 and 3 are not in- 
vluded,) there are not over 10 scholars between the ages 
of 5 and 15 that have not attended school the past year. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Former Committees have forcibly stated the condition 
of some of the school-houses in town, and have faithfully 
lamented the lack of proper school furniture and illustra- 
tive apparatus. 


Very likely a reiteration of the facts would make as 
lively a sensation as the statement, the earth is round. 
Still, with the belief that every reform is brought about 
by, ‘‘line upon line and precept upon precept,” the una- 
dorned facts in regard to the general lack of necessary 
school-room belongings, would again be presented you, 
were it not for the promise of better things through the 
- passage of the new school law. 


The absence of necessaries from the school-rooms, the 
past year, has been winked at, because of the expected 
change the coming year, and the known aversion of the 
people, to what they consider, needless expenditure. 


OBSERVATIONS AND REMARKS. 


In the main, the teachers have been wisely chosen, and 
they have been earnest and painstaking in their work. 


There has been no lack of endeavor in any of them, but 
in a few cases a better qualification for their duties would 
have vastly improved results. When the standard de- 
mandad is fixed this difficulty will be greatly lessened. 


The new order of things so soon to be inaugurated, 
will remove some of the stumbling-blocks heretofore in 
the path of Superintending School Committees, and not 
least among these is the appearance of a would-be teacher, 
on the afternoon before her school is to open, or after it 


op? 
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has already opened, with the aunouncement that she is to 
teach or is teaching in a certain district and wishes for a 
certificate. 

It has been the earnest aim of your committee to im- 
press upon the teachers their great responsibilities to the 
pupils committed to their care, not only mentally, but 
physically and morally as well. Also to assist teachers 
in thetr work, by ealling them together and talking over 
ways and meaus, and by questions to pupils in the various 
schools, that would suggest methods. or show the inefh- 
ciency of the methods in use. | 

Both teachers and scholars have generally helped to 
make the office of Superintending School Committee « 
pleasant one. 

Their efforts have been appreciated and thanks are due 
for their hearty cooperation. 


REPORTS OF THE DISTRICTS. 

No. I. Auna R. Allbee, (later, Mrs. Bates.) has had 
charge of this school for the past four terms. This, to- 
gether with the fact that Mrs. Bates is a teacher wel} 
qualified for her work, is sufficent comment. 


Nos. 2 and 3 elsewhere reported, 


No. 4. This is a pleasant school and very regular in 
attendance. It has one of the best rooms, perhaps the 
very best school-room in town. 


- Miss Emma Putaoam, who is well and favorably known 
to you through previous reports, has had charge of the 
school through the three terms of the year. 


No. 5. Mrs. McCrae, a veteran teacher, who requires 
veither introduction nor commendation had charge of this 
school during the spring and fall terms. 
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The winter term was taught by Mr. Robert Alexander. 
The school appeared well when visited, and gave evidence 
at its close of good work. ) 


No. 6. This district can never expect to find a more 
earnest, patient,,and painstaking teacher, than they have 
had the past year in Miss Ada EB. Perry. A school can 

° % 
hardly fail to do well under such management. 


No. 7. The spring term was taught by Miss Anna M. 
Walker, and the fall and winter terms, by her sister, 
Miss Ada Walker. These teachers have studied from 
their childhood, with a view to teaching, and it is a pleas- 
ure to visit their schools. 


No. 8. The school for the spring term was small, but 
pleasant. Teacher and scholars seemed to be in perfect 
harmony. | 


During the winter term the school was larger, and was 
taught by Miss Lou. E. Dunsmoor. It was a decided 
treat to find here, four young gentlemen so anxious to do 
well. It may well be doubted if there has been a more 
enthusiastic or profitable school in town during the win- 
ter. 


No. 9. This schoo] has made good advancement dur- 
ing the year. Miss Sarah Potter, who is a well qualified 
and conscientious teacher, tanght the summer term, and 
Mr. John Judkins the winter term. Mr. Judkins also 
taught the winter term last year with good results. 


No. 10. The school in this district is held at the house 
of the Prudential Committee. The school-room has been 
much improved the past year by the addition of desks for 
the pupils. Miss Jennie Lyons has tanght here for several 
years, very acceptably to parents and pupils. 
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No. 11. The selection of teachers for the first two 
terms, in this distriet, was unfortunate in not meeting the 
needs of the school. The third term, taught by Miss 
Emily Sabin, was thoroughly satisfactory. 


No. 12. Two scholars were mustered here, and a 
school of six weeks was held for them, taught by Miss 


Mary Whipple. That the best teacher in the world can- 
not have a very interesting school with two pupils is evi- 
dent. 


No. 13. This, with one exception, No. 12, is the — 
smallest school in town. It has been patiently and faith- 
fully taught for several years, by Miss Ellen Rogers. 


No. 14. The scholars comprising this school, the past 
year, were nearly all young, and were quiet and orderly. 
The same teacher has been retained through the year.

THE VILLAGE SCHOOLS. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


The first term of the North Primary was taught by 
Miss Marion Lewis. Of the six pupils promoted, three 
were at once advanced to the second class on account of 
their thorough preparation. This school has been steadily 
improving. 


The fall term was commenced by Miss Sadie J. Corbin, 
a zealous and earnest teacher, who was obliged to give 
up the school on account of ill health. The term was 
finished by Miss Catharine A. Putnam of Acworth, who 
carried out the plans of her predecessor in a satisfactory 
manner. 


Miss Ellen Young of Colebrook, a graduate of the Nor- 
mal School at Plymouth, was then engaged by the com- 
mittee for the winter term. Her methods of teaching and 
discipline are excellent. After the most troublesome boy 
was suspended, the scholars improved rapidly under her 
administration. 


The first term of the South Primary was taught by 
Miss Louisa H. Grinnell, who has held that post for the 
past ten years, during which time successive well pre- 
pared classes have been promoted to the Grammar School. 
Her resignation was received with regret by parents who 
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knew her work best. For her efficient teaching and good 
discipline she has the gratitude of all friends of the school. 


The second term was taught by Miss Lillian E. Olney, 
who seemed earnest and diligent in the work, but the 
school proved to be to hard for a teacher of so little ex- 
perience. 


Miss Christie Warden of Hanover, a graduate of the 
Normal school at Plymouth, was employed as her succes- 
sor. At the Jast examination, the reading was fair, arith- . 
metic might have been better, geography, accompanied 
by drawings, excellent. Had her discipline been equal 
to her manner of imparting knowledge, we should be able 
to speak in high terms of recommendation, of Miss War- 
den and her school. 


Miss Laura Stoughton, who had been our Grammar 
school teacher for seven years, closed her last term in 
June. Your committee would like to have had her re- 
main during the year, but she had a more desirable offer, 
which was accepted. Miss Stoughton identified herself 
with her school by deep interest in her scholars, shown 
by constant effort for their improvement. It is largely 
owing to her efficient work and methods of teaching, that 
the graded system reached so satisfactory a degree of sue- 
cess in the Union district. 


Miss Lewis, of the North Primary, was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. She has accomplished a great deal of 
work during the fall and winter terms, and the scholars 
have made good progress under her tuition. At the last 
visit, the reading was fluent, geography and history fair, 
grammar and arithmetic excellent. Under the present 
arrangement sixteen lessons have to be crowded into each 
school-day. The number should be lessened if possible. 
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The High school has been under the care of Mr. John: 
son during the entire year. As an instructor, he has, 
from the first, been very acceptable. We are happy to 
say that during the last term, the discipline of the school 
has decidedly improved. At the last visit of your com- 
mittee the school seemed in very good working condition ; 
better than at any time during the year. The scholars 
have met the requirements laid down in the ‘‘Course of 
Study” prepared for them, which is an improvement on 
the preceding year. 


GHNERAL REMARKS. 

From the special reports it will be noticed that our 
schools during the past year have been successful, not- 
withstanding many changes. There have been faults, but 
often they have been faults of the times. We observed, 
in several instances, lack of attention to the use of pure 
English, and inacurate pronunciation of the same. 


Grammar should be taught practically in all our school 
exercises, by requiring all answers to be given in perfect- 
ly correct sentences. False Syntax and bad pronunciation 
often lead to careless thinking. A teacher’s best helps 


must always be the dictionary and the best English au- 
thors. 


When did that perfect book, ‘*Colburn’s Mental Arith- 
metic,” leave us? We hope it will soon be restored to 
the place it once occupied in our schools. 


Some of our school-rooms have not been sufficently 
clean to satisfy those who believe in the old adage. 


When a teacher has the full cooperation of parents and 
guardians, the discipline is half accomplished. No really 
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satisfactory work can be done in schools, until the disci- 
pline is such as to relieve the teacher from unnecessary 
attention to the preservation of order. Let us all then, 
insist on perfect obedience. Never indulge in the habit 
of criticising the teacher in the presence of the children ; 
hinting that they are wanting in learning, management, 
&e. Let us all work together for the best good of our 
schools.
